REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bollington 
Urban  District  Council. 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957. 

The  pattern  of  work  approximates  that  of  previous  years  with  a 
notable  additional  cone ent rat ion  in  the  field  of  clean  air.  This 
concentration  stems  naturally  from  the  operation  of  certain  provisions  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act. 1956.  Reference  is  made  in  the  report  to  the  initial 
emphasis  being  placed  on  industrial  smoke  emission.  Whilst  the  justification 
for  this  cannot"  be  denied,  it  would  be  imprudent  to  ignore  the  fact  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  atmospheric  pollution,  if  not  the  major  proportion, 
is  attributable  to  domestic  fires. 

In  the  sphere  of  housing  some  progress  towards  more  satisfactory 
maintenance  of  rented  houses  has  resulted  from  the  operation  of  the  Rent 
Act.  1957. 


The  section  relating  to  water  supply  has  been  contributed,  as  in 
previous  years,  by  the  Engineer  & Surveyor,  Mr.  T.K.Kirkman. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  and  to  Dr.  H.R.Dugdale,  Mr.  T.K. 
Kirkman,  Mr.  A.  Clough  and  the  other  officials, without  whose  ready  assistance 
and  co-operation  the  smooth  working  of  the  adminstrative  machine  in  a small 
authority  such  as  this  would  be  impossible.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Tbs  Council's  Waterworks  is  in  the  Parish  of  Rainow  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Macclesfield,  consisting  of  five  boreholes  in  Millstone  grit,  two 
of  v/hich,  situated  at  Millbrook,  forming  the  chief  source  of  supply. 

The  whole  of  the  supply  continues  to  be  chlorinated  before  being 
passed  through  the  service  reservoirs  for  gravitational  supply  to  the  District. 

Samples  of  v/ater  have  been  taken  by  the  Council's  Consultant  Analysts, 
Messrs.  Mel ling  and  Arden,  on  their  periodic  visits  during  the  year.  Six  samples 
were  examined  for  chemical  or  bacteriological  quality  and  all  v/ere  satisfactory. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  certain  remedial  measures  were  carried  out 
to  some  surface  springs  near  the  Millbrook  boreholes  early  in  1954  there  has 
never  been  an  unsatisfactory  raw  water  sample. 

The  Council  having  temporarily  suspended  their  housing  programme 
no  Local  Authority  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  supply  and  only  eight 
privately  built  houses  were  connected.  During  the  year  a short  length  of  main 
was  laid  to  serve  housing  development  in  a small  private  estate. 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  as  previously,  to  parts  of  the  Parishes  of 
Rainow  and  Prestbury  in  the  Rural  District  of  Macclesfield. 


During  the  year  negotiations  and  discussions  have  taken  place  with 
the  neighbouring  authorities  of  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Macclesfield  on  the  subject  of  re-grouping  of  v/ater  undertakings, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 

The  majority  of  dv/elling  houses  are  connected  to  the  public  sever 
and  the  treatment  of  sewage  is  undertaken  at  the  Council's  Se./age  Disposal 
Works  at  Lowerhouse. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  improvement  of 
sanitary  facilities  to  individual  unsewered  properties  which  has  been  achieved 
through  the  Improvement  Grant  Scheme.  Whilst  advantage  is  still  being  taken 
of  these  Grant  Schemes,  there  are  still  groups  of  unsewered  properties  which 
would  best  be  served  by  a communal  scheme  of  sewering  and  sewage  disposal. 
The  Health  Committee  considered  a scheme  to  connect  the  drainage  from  such  a 
group  of  properties  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Lord  Clyde  Inn  in  Clarke  Lane  to 
the  sev/er  at  Bollington  Cross,  No  action  was  taken  however  on  account  of  the 
high  capital  cost. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  (Com,d. ) 

Negotiations  continued  during  the  year  between  the  Council 
and  the  Macclesfield  Borough  Council  as  to  the  reception  into  the 
Butley  Sewage  Works  (belonging  to  the  latter  authority)  of  all  the 
domestic  sewage  and  industrial  effluent  from  Bollington.  A 
disagreement  on  certain  provisions  of  the  Draft  Agreement  between  the 
two  Councils  was  unresolved  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  Council  had  to  resort  to  proceedings  in  the  Magistrates  Court  to 
secure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  two  Abatement  Notices  served  under 
Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  and  involving  two  dwelling  houses. 


Clearance  Areas. 

No  progress  has  been  made  as  to  the  implementation  of  the  Council's 
proposals  for  dealing  with  substandard  property  in  the  district  which  were 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  August  1955 
under  Section  1 of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act. 1954 « These 
proposals  were  formally  approved  by  the  Minister  in  January  195&  and 
covered  I67  houses  to  be  dealt  with  over  a 10  - year  period. 

In  order  that  they  might  consider  the  possibility  of  embarking  on 
this  work  the  Health  Committee  did  ask  for  information  regarding  the  first 
proposed  area.  Information  as  to  details  of  families  to  be  rehoused  and 
provision  of  alternative  housing  accommodation  was  obtained  but  that 
concerning  the  financial  implications  of  the  scheme  was  still  awaited 
at  the  end  of  the  period.

There  has  been  a failing  off  in  new  applications  for  Grants,  which 
may  partly  he  attributable  to  the  high  interest  and  loan  rates  facing 
property  purchasers.  Over  the  whole  period,  approximately  60$  of  the 
applications  for  Improvement  Grants  from  owner  occupiers  have  followed  their 
purchase  of  the  houses  concerned. 

There  is  no  indication  yet  that  the  increased  rents  now  available 
under  the  Rent  Act. 1957  have  induced  any  landlords  to  go  the  'further  mile' 
and  bring  their  properties  up  to  the  full  standard  covered  by  the  Improvement 
Grant  Scheme.  There  is  ample  scope  in  this  district  for  the  'block  treatment' 
of  rented  houses  with  the  assistance  of  Grants.  Such  a development  would 
avoid  a possible  snag  which  Is  met  in  certain  cases  of  Grant  application,  in 
which  the  future  value  of  a terrace  house,  owner-occupied  and  the  subject  of 
Grant,  is  influenced  by  the  maintenance  or  neglect  of  the  adjoining  rented 
houses  in  the  same  terrace. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

The  Rent  Act. 1957 -came  into  operation  on  6th  July  1957* 

Experience  suggests  that  only  a proportion  of  landlords  immediately 
availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  Act  for  increasing  rents, 
and  that  those  who  did  in  the  main  escaped  the  boomerang  of  a Form  G.  (Notice 
of  Defects  of  Repair)  from  their  tenants. 

The  new  procedure  for  dealing  with  items  of  disrepair  appears  to  have 
baffled  many  tenants  and  those  who  did  submit  Form  G to  their  landlords  seem 
to  have  been  very  modest  in  their  submissions. 

The  Council  agreed  to  appoint  a Sub-committee  of  the  Health  Committee 
to  deal  with  matters  relative  to  Certificates  of  Disrepair,  and  the  Sub-committee 
were  granted  delegated  powers  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

Thatever  one's  views  as  to  the  merits  of  the  new  procedure  for 
securing  the  maintenance  of  rented  properties,  it  has  resulted  in  more  visual 
evidence  of  exterior  repairs  and  redecoration  than  has  been  noticeable  for 
many  years.

The  purpose  of  the  grantt  is  to  assist  Councils  on  which  the 
cost  of  inspecting  meat  in  Slaughterhouses  imposes  an  unduly  heavy  burden 
because  much  of  the  meat  Inspected  is  not  for  local  consumption-  The 
Council  were  able  to  benefit  from  a grant  for  the  vpot«  1956/5?. 

The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  an  overall  increase  in  the 
throughput  of  the  two  private  Slaughterhouses  and  the  inspection  service 
has  been  undertaken  with  a lesser  number  of  visits  than  in  1956.

Meat  Inspection  (Conto) 

The  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  cattle  affected  with  Tuberculosis 
noted  in  1956  has  continued  and  the  comparatve  figures  for  the  last  three  years 
are  1955  - 22*8^  1956  - TT6g  1957  - 7°8/o 

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  amongst  cows  continues,,  and  may 
remain  high  for  the  next  year  or  two  of  transition  from  non-attested  to 
attested  herds.  As  has  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  incidence 
is  exaggerated  in  this  district  on  account  of  the  beasts  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  1950  and  the  Tuberculosis  (Slaughter  of  Reactors)  Order  1950»

It  will  be  noted  that  the  weight  of  condemned  meat  is  only  5 0% 
of  that  in  1956  and  roughly  5°$  of  the  1957  total  is  accounted  for  by  casualty 
animals  and  beasts  slaughtered  tinder  the  Tuberculosis  Orders.

Food  Poisoning,, 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  1957° 

General . 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  figures  as  to  types  of  food 
premises  which  were  detailed  in  ray  Annual  Report  for  1953°  The  most  noticeable 
change  has  been  in  the  number  of  bakehouses  which  has  diminished  from  11  to  6. 

The  bakehouses  which  have  gone  out  of  operation  were  those  in  which  the  food 
preparation  was  done  in  the  domestic  kitchen  behind  the  shop  and  in  which  the 
possibility  of  contamination  of  the  food  was  correspondingly  higher. 

The  details  as  to  inspections  of  food  premises  during  the  year  reveals 
that  it  has  still  not  proved  possible  to  undertake  on  any  scale  the  routine 
inspection  of  these  premises  to  check  on  the  extent  to  which  the  requirements  of 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  of  1955  has  "been  met. 

DUST  NUISANCE o 

Reference  was  made  in  my  last  report  to  the  persisted  nuisance 
experienced  by  residents  in  the  PrH  e?+T,ao+  a-rpa.  arising  from  operations 

at  the  Gas  ’Yorks* 

Complaints  continued  in  the  first  half  of  this  year  and  during  this 
period  the  North  Western  Gas  Board  constructed  a covered  fuel  store  in  their 
works  yard* 

In  September  1957  the  experimental  work  ^.t  the  Gas  'Yorks  was 
discontinued  to  enable  the  Board  to  undertake  major  alterations  to  their  plant. 

It  was  anticipated  that  the  period  of  ’shut-down*  would  be  six  months.  The 
Board  were  requested  to  utilise  this  period  to  make  such  additional  alterations 
to  their  plant  as  might  result  in  its  operation  with  less  risk  of  the 
dissemination  of  fine  coal  dust  to  the  atmosphere. 

This  temporary  suspension  of  operations  at  the  'Yorks  presented  a 
unique  opportunity  of  attempting  to  assess  normal  conditions  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  works.  A scheme  v/as  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council  for 
taking  fortnightly  samples  of  dust  deposits  in  gauges  sited  at  suitable  points 
around  the  works,  including  some  on  the  properties  from  which  the  complaints 
were  received;  the  deposits  to  be  submitted  to  an  Analytical  Chemist  for 
details  of  total  weight  of  deposit,  mineral  and  volatile  content,  coal  content 
and  microscopic  appearance.  The  Council  agreed  to  a limited  operation  of 
this  scheme  and  the  sampling  began  in  December  1957° 
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CLEAN  AT B ACT  1956. 

The  Health  Committee  considered  in  some  detail  the  implications 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956.  It  was  decided  that  the  consideration  of 
proposals  for  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  be  deferred 
pending  an  effort  to  secure  the  reduction  of  industrial  smoke  emission 
An  appeal  was  accordingly  sent  to  the  operators  of  all  industrial  plant 
to  review  the  efficiency  of  their  boiler  plant  and  to  anticipate  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  in  undertaking  the  additions  and  modifications 
necessary  to  secure  its  operation  without  the  emission  of  dark  smoke. 
Following  this  appeal,  two  operators  went  over  to  the  use  of  smokeless 
fuel  on  their  boiler  furnaces  and  another  reported  the  ordering  of  a 
complete  new  boiler  installation. 

The  Council  also  agreed  to  seek  the  confirmation  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  of  the  Model  Byelaw  made  under 
Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  and  Section  6l  of  the  Public  Health 
Act. 1936,  This  Byelaw,  when  confirmed,  will  require  the  provision  in 
new  buildings  of  such  arrangements  as  are  calculated  to  prevent  the 
emission  of  smoke. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council  has  an  obligation  to  inspect  the  district  for 
infestations  of  rats  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  treatment  for  their 
extermination  on  their  own  properties.  A part-time  Rodent  Operator 
is  employed  for  these  purposes  and  in  addition  he  undertakes  treatment 
for  vermin  at  private  dwelling  houses  free  of  charge  and  at  business 
premises  at  the  expense  of  the  occupiers. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  193?. 

Means  of  Escape  in  case  of  Fire. 

There  is  only  one  factory  in  the  district  not  covered  by  a 
certificate  as  to  the  adequacy  of  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  In 
this  case,  the  firm  was  asked  to  undertake  certain  urgent  interim 
improvements  after  discussions  with  the  Factory  Inspector  had  revealed 
the  impracticability  of  considering  the  issue  of  a certificate  until 
the  work  on  altering  the  floor  levels  in  the  mill  had  been  finally 
completed. 

Surveys  were  completed  during  the  year  on  two  factories  in 
which  considerable  alterations  had  taken  place  since  the  issue  of  the 
original  certificates  20  years  ago.  Lists  of  work  required  prior  to  the 
issue  of  revised  certificates  were  forwarded  to  the  firms  concerned. 
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Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire  (Cont.)
